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Proof Positive 


Pictures received in Shanghal of battles 
show that British fighters carry cameras using 
16 mm, Alm which automatically commence 
to register when the plane's machine-guns go 
Into action. Hits on enemy planes are thus re~ 
corded without a shadow of doubt, and when 
‘an enemy plane is shot down, the picture proves 
the vielorious pilot's claim.’ With this method 
‘of checking, there is no possibility of claims 
being faked, and when the Air Ministry an- 
ounces that a cortain number of enemy craft 
have been destroyed by fighters, presumably 
they have photographs to prove it. The in- 
clusion of these cameras in the equipment of 
British Aghters is just one other Instance of 
the perfection to which these planes have been 
brought. Nothing bas been omitted which 
‘might Increase their quality, in spite of the 
speed with which they are being turned out. 
This cannot be said of the German planes, 
which have been rushed through with the 
minimum equipment, and with the apparent 
dea that numbers count above everything else. 
‘This miscaleulation is being brought home to 
the Nazis with the terrible losses that “they 











have suffered since they began thelr air 
Blltzkrieg against England, ‘ay compared 
with the light losses suffered by the 


British. ‘The Nazis seem to be doing thelt 
utmost to repair this error, and they announce 
the production of a new’ Aghter, No. 80215, 
Which Is said to be a great improvement on 
previous German fighters. So far there have 
been no reports of this plane in action, and 
until it has actually encountered the British 
planes, it is impossible to assess the value of 
the Nazi claims. The terrific gun power of the 
British fighter is not generally realized. ‘The 
Hurricane and the Spitfire have eight machine- 
‘uns, the fire power of which is greater than 
the entire machine-gun strength of a 1914 in- 
fantry brigade. When once one of these planes 
gels on the tail of an enemy, it is all up with 
the enemy, the hai} of bullets making escape 
virtually impossible.

Recent arrivals from Manchoukuo throw a 
fresh light on the arrest of nineteen foreigners.

‘opposition to the communist régime against 
them. They are urged to endure for a short 
while yot, until the armies of Stalin can come 
and save’ them from their servitude. If such 
broadeast talks are being received in Harbin 
and other cities in Manchoukuo where there is. 
‘a large Russian population, the recent Japa- 
nese ban on listening to foreign radio speeches 
‘can be easily understood. How much import- 
ance should be attached to such promises 1s, 
of course, a matter of opinion. It should not be 
forgotten that similar promises were made by 
the Soviets during the war against Poland which 
took place shortly after the success of the Red 
revolution, yet these promises were proved to 
be false after the war had been concluded. The 
fact remains, however, that a definite threat to 
Japanese domination ‘of Manchuria underlies 
‘these broadcasts. What else could be meant by 
the pledge to relieve the White Russians from 
their servitude? How otherwise than by milit- 
ary action could the Soviets hope to relieve the 
sufferings of the White Russians, provided these 
sufferings exist? And why. should the Japanese 
ban listening in to these broadcasts unless they 
took the threats seriously? 





Britain Determined 

The broadcast by Mr. Anthony Eden on 
Wednesday should ‘sorve to remove any im- 
pression that Great Britain intends to remain 
Purely on the defensive throughout this. wat 
‘The real war will have begun when it can change 
from the defensive and assume the offensive 
and strike home at the enemy. It was one of 
the early mistakes of this struggle which per- 
mitted the impression to gain ground that the 
Allies had merely to ght a Sitzkrieg, remain 
ing purely on the defensive, while the blockade 
got in its deadly work. To that belief must 
bbe ascribed at least one of the causes which 
led to the defeat of France. It might indoed 
have led to the defeat of Great Britain herself, 
if fortunately the eyes of her leaders had not 
been opened in’ time. For the time 
being Britain will have to continue to fight the 
German air force in its attempts to force an 
early surrender by carrying out widespread 
land. frequent bombing of the British Isles. 
During that time the strength of the RAF. wil 
continue to. grow until numerical as welll as 
‘material and personal ascendency will have 
been obtained over the Germans. Then will 
‘come the time for the counter-attack and from 
the British point of view the war will have 
begun. It will be remembered that during the 
last war command of the air passed back and 
forth between the combatants until the Allies 
finally secured it. Then and only then was it 
possible to commence hammering the enemy in 
the fashion which brought about his collapse 
in November, 1918, The same objective iy in 
the mind of the British Government, Resistance 
‘will be maintained until the British air foree 
has complete command of the air, and when 
that time comes the fate of the Germany will 
have been sealed. Then, as Mr. Eden has rightly 
‘said, the foreign legions forming in Britain will

Gibraltar an “Island” 


A. report from La Linea in Spain (carried 
by Havas) (olls of the residents of that town 
having heard loud explosions from Gibraltar 
which would suggest that a deep canal is being 
cit with the object of making "The Rock” an 
land, Thiv is not the first time that Britain 
has planned converting Gibraltar into an island. 
In Cromwell's day, long before Britain took 
control of it, the possibilities of “The Rock” 
fn time ‘of war were appreciated; so much so 
‘at Admiral Blake was told by ‘the Protector 
that “six nimble frigates lodged there will en~ 
able us to do more harm to the Spaniards than 
with a fleet.” He even sent out a shipload of 
spades and wheelbarrows with the herofe idea 
‘of digging through the isthmus. The ship was 
sunk and no-one, until now, has ever tried to 
turn the peninsula into an island, By the time 
Sir George Rook captured the’ peninsula in 
1704 France had taken the place of Spain as 
Britain's chief rival and Gibraltar was used 
‘chielly asa naval base for operations in 
western Mediterranean and against Toulon. The 
only formal cession of Gibraltar to Epyland 
Was made in the Treaty of Utrecht, ten’ years 
later. This Treaty has litle bearing on Britain's 
position for the country was frequently at war 

th Spain, during the following century and 
“The Rock”. was besieged three times, 
several occasions Britain negotiated with Spain 
for its exchange and even Chatham was. will- 
ing to give it up for a port in the West Indi 
Unfortunately no formal agreement was made. 
‘The frontier was not delimited, nor has there 
been any settlement of the vexed question of 
territorial waters. During the Napoleonic period 
Gibraltar became indissolubly inked with 
Britain's sea power, and in the nineteenth cen- 
tury Britain's hold on the peninsula was 9 
hostile one. Gradually, however, Spain accepted 
the position, From time to time the military or 
imperialist sections in Spain would demand its 
return. but so long as Spain remained an ine 
dependent but weak country, this aspiration 
was recognized (0 be outside the range of prac~ 
teal polities. ‘The opening of the Suez Canal 
and the development of the long strategic route 
through Malta, Egypt and Aden to the Far 
East, made Gibraltar one of a series of Britain’s 
strong points and Malta became more important 
asa naval base, The long range gun too, 
affected Gibraltar’s position and the peninsula 
fy now open to attack from the range of hills 
to the north and west of the peninsula and bay. 
The development of the bomber also has in- 
creased the relative advantages of the forces on 
the mainland. Today Germany is doing, her 
utmost (o bring Spain in the war on the Axis 
‘side and is using the Gibraltar return question 
fo bolster her approaches to Gen. Franco, 
Whether or not Spain, weakened by a disastrous 
civil war, will heed Hitler's words remains to 
be ceen. it is rather unlikely that the Spanish 
population will take kindly to more slaughter 
and more raids by bombers. These undoubtedly

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GERMANY AND JAPAN 
Aug. 14, 


‘The significance ‘of the mass meeting on 
Monday in Hiblya Park, Tokyo, is that, while 
it-was in the nature’ of a ‘demonstration 
against Great Britain, it was, also one in! 
favour of Germany ‘ond Italy. Not only 
were the lags of those nations _promin-| 
ent in the decorations, but the meeting passed 
resolutions against Britain and in favour of 
the Axis Powers. ‘The precautions taken by 
the Japanese authorities to seo that there 
should be no disorder suggest that they are 
Appronehing the various issues which have] 
beon raised. in'a rather more cautious man~ 
ner than Is the general Japanese public which] 
hhas undoubtedly been stirred by inflammatory’ 
articles in the Press, and, there is reason {0 
believe, German and Italian intrigue. Tt is 
not to ‘be thought for one moment that be-| 
cause a state of friendship. exists between! 
‘apan and the Rome-Berlin Axis that enemy’ 
intrigue is not being pursued industriously 
in the Land of the Rising Sun, for reports 
‘the world over show that neither neutrality, 
nor friendship will induce the enemy to re 
frain from doing, their ulmost to. str up 
trouble. ‘Comment has already been aroused! 
by the large number of Germans in Japan 
and there Is more than a litle suspicion that 
the Germans are engaged in Afth column 
activities in that country. It is quite eass| 
to see why that should be so, for obviously| 
it is in the interests of the enemy to see that 
those favouring their plans should remain in| 
afte, and that the more moderate opinion in 
Japan should be denied the opportunity: of 
imalking itselt fet 

‘They have not up to the present succeeded 
as well as they would like to, ‘The precau- 
tions. taken in connection with the demon 
stration, and the determination to avold in- 
eldents," do not for one moment justify the! 
boliet that Anglo-sapanese tension Is over, 
though they do indleate that the authorities 
are at any rate for the time being desirous 
of avoiding. an open breach between the two 
countries, The “enemy, aya particularly 
Germany, would greatly, tike the Japanese’ 
Government to commit itselt wholly to the 
cause of the Axis and come out openly on 
its side. ‘To that end enemy, intrigue has| 
been ‘energetically pushed, but at any rate 
for the moment Japan ts not going to pull 
any chestnuts out of the fire for nations 
hich she obviously cannot afford to trust. 
Should the opinion prevail in Tokyo that 
Japan's best course is to play her own hand 
in her own way it will probably prove the 
wisest inthe long run. "She will at least 
escape the possibility of eventually becoming 
the vietim ‘of one of Hitler's habitual. be- 
trayals, for it does not matter what he may 
have promised Japan there is not the slight= 
est justifeation for believing that, if the out 
come of the war eft him in a position to 
implement his offers, he would do so. 

‘Indeed there is every reason to believe he| 
would not. Tf Hitler's claim that Germany 
hhas been denied free access to the raw 
‘material of the world has any ground what~ 
ever, is he, for example, likely to agree to 
any arrangement whereby the rich territories 
of Indo-China ond the Netherlands East 
Tndies would pass out of his control? ‘The 
answer is that these territories in anyone's 
hands except his own would make thelr 
products just as inaccessible in the future as 
hhe-elaims them to have been in the past. Tt 
is not possible to reconcile the conficting in~ 
forests of two such highly industrialized 
nations as Japan and Germany. ‘Their great 
need is in both instances raw. materials to 
bbe secured as cheaply as possible. It may 
be argued that Germany might be able to fit 
hher needs elsewhere in the world, but these 
rich territories in the Far Bast are sourees| 
‘whence certain goods ean only be obtained. 
Japan has litle to expect in. the unlikely, 
event of Germany winning this war, and 
Hitler's Feadiness fo make promises to Tokyo) 
is with the hope of securing that assistance 
for whieh it may be confidently expected he 
Would not pay if he won and would be un-| 
able to do so i he ost. Viewed in that light 
it should be apparent to the Japanese that 
Hitler's policy” with regard to them isa 
hopelessly bankrupt one. His betrayal of the 
‘Anti-Komintern Pact proved it so to be in 
the first instace, and for the Japanese to 
‘throw in their lot with the Axis Powers 
would be but to invite another, and perhaps 
more far-reaching treason. , 





























THE APPEAL TO INDIA 
Aug. 14. 

It does not appear likely that either Lord 
Linlithgow’s appeal to Indian leaders to jein 
the proposed Advisory War Committee, ‘nor| 
the promise given by Mr. Leopold S. Amery, 
Seeretary of State for India, that India would 
bbe given her freedom at the end of the Euro- 
pean war, will have much effect upon those 
Indians who demand immediate independ- 
ence. ‘There was-a bitterly adverse reaction’ 
to the Viceroy's appeal for co-operation by’ 
the All-India National Congress, and if Mr. 
Amery hoped to offset that by his speech at 
Blackpool it is possible that he will be dis- 
appointed. It is plainly in the interests of 
the whole of India that it should not receive 
independence at the present moment, for that 
‘country is in no condition to defend herself 
against any other Power who may have de- 
signs upon her, and it is known that certain 
nations in fact do have them. Britain in this 
war is fighting for those very things which 
have made the settlement of the Indian prob- 
lem in the past so difficult. ‘The Nazi creed, 
exalting cruelty, and brutality, which des- 
pises mercy, tolerance, fair dealing, and jus- 
tice, is just'as much opposed to the religious 
‘outlook of the Hindu as it Is to that of the 
Christian. In fighting ‘the Nazis Britain is 
fighting for all that which is held dear by the 
Indians themselves, and it is just as well that 
they should be reminded of that fact. 

Were the British Empire to go down under 
the German onslaught it is not to be believed 
for one moment that India would be allowed 
to survive unmolested by any other Power, 
and it may safely be contended that the] 
future of India is as closely involved in al 
vietory for the Empire over the Germans as 
Is the fate of any other of the Dominions. 
‘The future of 350,000,000 Indians, their civil~ 
ization, their religions, and their democratic 
freedom depend entirely upon a British 
victory. In the unlikely event of that not] 
coming about the fate which awaits any na~ 
tion unfortunate enough to fall beneath the 
Nazi boot would equally be that of India. 
Further she would be possessed of no means 
to avoid it, It is not to be thought that in 
a world where violence still reigns, the| 
doctrine of non-violence advocated by’ cer~ 
tain of the Indian leaders would save the 
nation from aggression. Rather would it be 
more likely to invite it, and the end would 
mean the passing of India into an infinitely’ 
worse bondage than that of which only cer~ 
tain types of Indians so bitterly complain, 

There has been considerable criticism to 
the effect that Great Britain has not been 
able to solve the Indian problem long before: 
this, but it is quite plain that the rivalries 
amongst the various classes and religions of 
India make solution exceeding difficult. The 
people of India have rendered the task no) 
‘easier by the intransigeance of their leaders, 
‘nd it is still thelr paramount duty to seck 
solutions of their own domestic issues in such 
@ fashion as to make independence under a 
fully representative government at all 
feasible. That can best be achieved by all 
round co-operation such as Lord Linlithgow, 
and Mr. Amery have appealed for. Without 
ft the settlement of Indian difficulties will 
still be a long and laborious process. It is, 
idle for the All-India Congress, which is not 
fully representative of the whole population, 
to think that the solution is so simple that 
by a mere flourish of the pen their ambitions 
can be satisfied. ‘There can be no independ- 
ence unless India is prepared to defend her- 
self, which she obviously is not, or Great 
Brilain is prepared to protect her against the 
envy of other nations. ‘The destruction of the 
British Empire, at which Hitler declares 
himself to be aiming, would mean the des- 
truetion of all hope of the Indians for free- 
dom. ‘They too would suffer the tyrannies of 
the Nazi system. ‘They too would be subject 
to the merciless exploitation of which Ger- 
many is guilty in the occupied territories. 
Indian salvation, no matter how distasteful 
the fact may be to Congress leaders, depends 
wholly and solely upon the victory of the 
British Empire and the Indians who refuse 
to co-operate in what js after all a common 
struggle, may, except for the efforts of the 
remainder of ‘the Empire, be assisting some 
‘other nation to put the shackles around their 
own necks, 

















» BATTLE OF BRITAIN 
Aug. 15. 


‘Tuesday's battle in the air over Britain 
with an even bigger bag of enemy planes 
than on any day since the Germans opened 
their systematic air attack against the British 
Isles, indicates that, the alr Blitzkrieg has 
definitely begun, It is to be expected, there- 
fore, that the Germans will in the days to 
come throw even more machines into the 
struggle than they have up to the present, 
for Tuesday was only the third day of 
mass attacks against British cities and ship- 
ping. On balance the struggle has been by 
no means unfavourable to Britain, and her 
‘airmen have been inflicting very satistactory 
damage upon the enemy. Up to Tuesday

of their attacking force is a considerable| 
blow, and indicates that the longer they 
keep’ up these attacks the heavier will be the 
price they will pay. 

‘Some misapprehension seems to have been. 
created by the news that German machines, 
‘were able to fly far over Great Britain. That} 
should cause no surprise whatever. Tt was! 
never thought that the British “defences: 
would be able to keep the enemy out of the 
air above the islands, for, if it had been, 
there would have been few or no air raid 
shelters which have been so extensively 

Indeed 

the various leaders have all along emphasized. 
that a proportion of the enemy machines 
would penetrate the defences, but there is. 
nothing in the news to suggest that that 
proportion is unwarrantably high. ‘The main 
objectives of the attackers have been south 
‘coast ports, including Portsmouth, the South~ 
ampion area, and the Thames Estuary. 
Determined aitempts have been made by the 
enemy to destroy these ports, and the 
British Government admits that some 
damage has been done. It naturally will 
‘not reveal its extent, but the amount of 
interference to which the enemy was sub- 
Jected by the defending acroplanes suggests 
that it does not come up to German expecta 
tions. 
While all this is going on it must not be| 
forgotten that Great Britain is not purely on 
the defensive in this struggle. Every night 
extensive raids are carried out over Ger~ 
many, and from the meagre reports which. 
have come to hand considerable and wide~ 
spread damage has been done. British losses. 
in these raids have been remarkably slight, 
indeed completely insignificant compared. 
with the military results which have been 
obtained. It is noteworthy that up to the 
present no air attack appears to have been 
made upon London, the very heart of the 
British resistance. That is in all probability’ 
‘due to the fact that the Germans realize that 
should that occur the British can and would 
retaliate in kind. Whether Britain has 
secured superiority in the air or not is beside 
the point in view of the fact that she is) 
demonstrating her ability to defend herself 
‘and carry the war into the enemy's territory. 
‘That superiority will eventually come cannot 
for one moment be doubted, and it is being 
brought nearer by the heavier losses on 
balance which have been inflicted by the 
‘enemy. That is all the more important when 
it is remembered that compared with the 
fliers the machines are of much less im= 
portance, and it is not only the loss of 
machines, but the infinitely more serious loss. 
‘of men which must in time have the effect 
‘of slowing down the German effort. It has 
to be admitted, however, that many serious 
days will have to pass before the outcome of 
this fight is decided, yet up to the present 
there is no ground ' for despondency but 
rather for quiet confidence that the enemy 
will be vanquished. 

















ITALIAN BALKAN DESIGNS 
Aug. 18. 


‘Just what mischief Mussolini meditates per- 
petrating against Greece is not yet clear, 
though ‘the government-controlied _Italian| 
Press seems to be following the atavistic 
processes of the war dance to stir up the Ita- 
Mian people to favour some sort of conflict. The 
murder of a man described by the Greeks as 
a thoroughly bad character, and by the 
Italians as an Albanian patriot, leader of the 
Albanian minority in Greece, took place two 
months ago. His murderers have been in 
Grock custody ever since, and though it has 
not been so stated, would probably be handed 
over if the Italians made a demand for their 
‘extradition. ‘The very fact that no such 
demand has been made although at one time 
it was intimated it would be, is in itself 
highly significant. ‘The Italian’ Government | 
is not too keen to take the prisoners over, 
for it would involve the admission that the 
‘crime was committed within their jurisdiction, 
and consequently an affair of purely Al- 
banian domestic concern. To get around. 
that Signor Gayda, Mussolini's journ- 
alistic mouthpiece claims that the Greeks 
were plotting in Athens against Albanian. 
independence; a most remarkable claim, see- 
ing that Italy herself deprived Albania of 
that when she invaded the country on Good. 
Friday of last year. There is no such thing. 
as Albanian independence and it follows, 
therefore, that there could be no Greek con- 
spiracy against it. 

‘The editor of the “Giornale d'Italia” then. 
apparently changes his ground, with a facil~ 
ity borne of long practice, and suggests that 
responsible Government and military circles

in Athens contemplate the annexation of.

If Signor Gayda does not 
seem to be quite certain as to what the quar= 
rel is all about, Rome Radio is in an even 
worse predicament. Alleging that the Italian 
Government has complete proof of Greek 
responsibility in this matter,—the production 
of “proof” is one of the main diplomatic 
activities of totalitarian states,—the broad- 
caster reminded his listeners that “the Al- 
banian borders were sacred to Italy,” the 
element demanding reverence in this instance 
‘apparently deriving from the day on which 
!Albanian independence was stolen. ‘The 
‘same gentleman then apparently went on to 
lay the blame for the murder of the Albanian 
upon Great Britain, alleging that she was 
trying to set fire to the European powder 
magazine in the Balkans, The whole fact 
of the matter appears to be that the Italians 
do not know exactly on what their case is 
based, and that in an endeavour to make out 
some sort of justification for whatever Musso- 
ini may be contemplating they are lashing 
out with tongues and pens in all directions. 

‘That some action is sooner or later to 
be expected in the Balkans is to be seen 
im the fact that the “Popolo di Roma" 
Geclares that the murder on Saturday of 
Leonardo Ciurcovich makes him the “frst 
Fascist martyr for the liberty of Dalmatia.” 
For the past ten years the Italians have been 
working for the separation of that island 
from Yugoslavia, and an assassination having 
taken place at Zara the starting point for a 
movement to achieve Italian ambitions in 
this ‘respect has been reached. The sheer 
hypocrisy of the whole business is positively 
revolting. Mussolini may not move against 
Greece or Yugoslavia immediately. It many be 
that he will prefer to wait until other incident 
have been eteated to make his case appear 
somewhat stronger than it does at present, 
but that ultimately he intends to reduce the 
Balkans to a state of mere vassalage, and 
embody as much of them as possible in the 
Italian “Empire” is becoming increasingly 
patent. ‘That is undoubtedly what is meant 
by the emphasis laid by the Fascist Press on 
Italy's plans for the reorganization of the 
Balkans, It follows that all these incidents, 
all this bleating about the protection of 
persecuted minorities, all this parade of a 
“holier than thou” attitude are designed for 
nothing but to justify a most bare-faced grab 
of another nation’s territory, and it is only 
when this war Js ended as it shall be ended 
that it will be possible to stop this type of 
international behaviour which is more suited 
to the Dark Ages than to these days of 
greater enlightenment, 














THEY CAN TAKE IT 
Aug. 16 

It is reported of a former Shanghai re 
sident who was in Britain during the last 
war, when Germany started air-raids over’ 
her’ town on the ‘Thames’ estuary, she 
‘would invite neighbours into her collar and 
sing to them amidst the noise of exploding 
bombs. She had the piano moved down {¢ 
the purpose, ‘The incident is recalled att 
reading the latest newspapers from ome 
reporting the commencement of ‘mass 
raids by the enemy towards the end of 
June. Exactly the same spirit is being 
shown by the people now. In the “are: 
visited by the enemy bombers, at the sound 
of the alarm, men, women and children rose 
from their beds, dressed quickly, and went 
in order to the ‘nearest shelter. ‘There they 
remained quietly until danger was passed, 
and it is entirely due to the discipline which 
prevailed that casualties were not very much 
larger than they were, In the shelters ace 
commodating large numbers of people many 
devices were employed to while the time 
away, in one instance a performer from an 
‘adjacent cabaret entertained those present 
with a series of card tricks. ‘There is some- 
thing to be admired in a man, who in such 
a time could think of taking a pack of cards 
with him to amuse the others —the courage 
of selflessness. In one of the Anderson shel~ 
ters, originally received .with much sceptic- 
ism'as to their efficiency, people tool refuge 
and found themselves protected from the 
‘effects of a bomb which made a large crater 
ten yards away. 

In most cases the casualties occurred eithge 
before those involved could reach shelter, ot 
‘on leaving that protection earlier than they 
should. One or two lost their lives because 
they could not control thelr curiosity and 
stood out in the open to see what was going 
on; that was asking for trouble considering 
the enormous amount of metal which is 
thrown into the air against the raiders, On 
the -whole, however, the experience of the 
last two weeks of June clearly demonstrated 
that, if people obeyed the very carefully 
drawn up instructions with whieh they have 
been supplied, the danger from the enemy 
bombing is: reduced to a minimum. The 
reaction of various people interviewed by 
the home papers is also of importance. One 
young woman after, her first experience de- 
termined that come what may she would al~ 
ways include a book in her air-raid equip- 
ment to while away the boredom of the time 
in the shelter. She also found the seat she 
had somewhat hard, and has decided that a 
cushion would in the future not be out of 
place. Another felt that after all a nice cup 
of tea would be about the best thing wi 
which to face danger, and the occupants of 
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her shelter have formed a club for mutual 
supply of the beverage the water for which 
was to be boiled on a Primus stove. The 
men appear to have been somewhat more 
reserved when questioned by the Press, 
though one did complain of the noise made 
by the wardens’ whistles, which made him 
think, he said, that a gang of football re~ 
ferees were on the loose. 

Nowhere was there any'sign of panic noted. 
Nor was there any attempt by the Govern- 
ment to suppress information concerning the 
valds, It is true that localities were’ not 
leary defined, but the names of the victims, 
led or injured, were frankly given. That 
is of peculiar interest in view of comment 

by the Turkish newspaper “Aksham” appear- 

ing elsewhere in this issue, in which it de- 
clares it to be a fact that British communi- 
qués are never untrue, “Why,” it asks, 

“should the British tell lies when their own, 

papers do not refrain daily from publishing

THE COMING WINTER

‘The continuation of the German campaign 
attacking Great Britain for not permitting 
food trom the Uniled States, or elsewhere 
to reach the occupied territories of Europe 
cmerely shows how anxious Berlin is that this 
means of circumventing the blockade shall if 
possible succeed. Clearly, an attenipt is be 
ing made to influence American opinion to 
such an extent that it might seek to oblige 
Britain to yield to the pressure of undue 
sentimentality. It is not at all likely to sue~ 
coed, and the responsibility for feeding the 
occupied countries will rest fairly and 
squarely upon the nation which has overrun 
them, “How heavy that responsibility is may 
bbe estimated from (ie fact tha 241,000,000 
people face the prospest of short commons: 
during this coming winter. ‘That gure is 
composed of 80,000,000 Germans, 45,000,000 
Tlalians, 40,000,000 Poles, Norwegians, Danes, 
Hollanders, Czechs and’ Belgians, 42,000,000 
French and 4,100,000 in landlocked Switzer= 
lund. All these people are cut off from vital 
‘supplies and will continue to be as long as 
the British blockade holds. ‘The European 
wheat harvest this year is subnormal, this 
war, if nothing else has made it so. Russia 
will’ want all her own grain, and Italy, i 
she has lost no other battle yet, has lost one 
in her cornfields. 


‘That does not necessarily mean that Europe 
is faced with famine. Tf German boasts are 
true she is possessed of ample stores of food= 
stuffs to which have been added those of the 
occupied countries, and, it has been estimated 
that Germany possesses, or controls some= 
thing in the neighbourhood of 10,000,000 tons 
of corn including her own reserves of 7,000,- 
000 with which she entered the war. To this 
have to be added the current products of the 
present harvest. Tn these figures support is 
found for the British contention that occupied 
Europe is not threatened with famine if the 
Nazi machine is efficient enough to secure 
adequate and fair distribution of the supplies 
available. “But, as says, 
cerux is not what supplies exist but what Ger= 
many will do with them.” The slogan of 
“quns instead of butter” is a real indication 
of the German policy. Food is being turned 
into munitions of war.” Potatoes which should 
feed the hungry go to provide motive 
power, fats go into explosives, mille into the 
erention of plastic materials. "So far as this 
phase of German mobilization is concerned 
i ig assisting the British blockade, and it is 
foolish {o suggest that Britain should re- 
frain from doing that whieh Ger 
actually doing herself, namely depriving her 
people and those she’ has subjugated of the 
foodstuffs necessary to Keep them alive and 
in good health. 

‘The British case is simple. It is that there 
are still in Europe sufficient supplies to pre- 
vent serious privation, and that it is up to 
the Nazis to sce that there is proper organiza 
tion and: distribution of them together with 
a stoppage of the present system of ¢x- 
ploitation.. The German case is amply sot 
forth by the “Voelkischer Beobuchter™ which 
says “The great duty of the German authori- 
ties is to continue feeding the German pub- 
lic......Do the English really imagine that] 
our food supplies which are, indeed, great, 
are destined to feed the friends of England 
this winter?" ‘The Journal goes on “In Ger 
many food is considered only as-a piece of 
war machinery, and it is German policy to 
























































exploit all European resources for war.” 
This from a unit of Germany's controlled 
press clearly shows what the German at- 
titude in this matter is to be. It is apparent~ 
Jy no concern of the German Government 
‘what happens to those nations it has oc- 
cupied and is attempting to govern. So 
ong as the German people are fed, it matters. 
nota whit to what suffering the rest of 
Europe is subjected. It will be exploited to 
the utmost, and if there is famine the Nazis 
will seek {0 place the blame on Britain. They 
will not succeed. The blockade will con- 
inte. No false sentiment will be allowed to 
minimize its effectiveness, and if the people 
of Europe have to suffer it will be with the 
knowledge that British vielory will sce them 
restored to freedom, released from slavery 
to a man anda people who know nothing 
of humanity, and still less of mercy.

At the risk of being dubbed an importunate 
old lady, this journal takes this opportunity 
to refer to the appeal for monthly. payments 
to the Voluntary War Contribution Fund, 
which appears elsewhere in this issue.

"When the difference 
in the exchange of the two currencies is 
taken into consideration, and the fact that 
80 many Britons in China earn in Chinese 
dollars, it is clear that the effort in Shanghai 

ind the outports compares very favourably 
indeed with that of Hongkong. 

But the good work hus to continue. It is 
not only desirable, but imperative that there 
should go home from China for so long as 
this war lasts a steady stream of money, as 
tangible evidence of the loyalty of the com- 
munity to all for which the British Empire 
stands and for which itis fighting the biggest 
struggle in its history.

BRITISH MORAL

“Wall Street was amazed by the steadiness 
ities in London in the face of the 
‘krleg as compared with, 
the jittery New York Market.” 

‘The foregoing is taken from the New York 
stock market report carried by the United 
Press, and coming from neutral sources con 
trasts strangely with the enemy reports of 
alleged panic and dismay in Britain caused’ 
by the continued air-raids. All the evidence 
goes to show that the British are bearing out 
what has been contended in this column fre~ 
quently sinee the commencement of the 
‘Spanish Civil War, and that is that the acro- 
plane as a psychological military weapon has 
not all the terrifying qualities that some 
enthusiasts would claim for it. Madrid and 
Barcelona, comparatively undefended, stood 
up under a merciless hammering without 
thought of surrender, and what the Spaniards 
could do so also can the British. That the 
‘moral of the British has not yet been damaged 
is testified to by the “Globe Democrat” of 
St. Louis, which says 

“Outstanding encouragement in the aspect 
of the entire situation fs the splendid moral 
ff the British people. For weeks on end they 
have been visited by enemy bombers, each 

‘witnessing an inerease in intensity and volume 

of the raids. Yet, they have stood up. gone 

‘about their business with as near an approach 

to normaley as eireumstances permit, reiterated 

their faith in the Government and their leaders 

and. by no sign Indicated that they are 

weakening.” 
‘There will be no weakening. People who 
have seen what has happened in Europe to 
those unfortunate nations which have fallen 
beneath the Nazi onrush, who are fighting for 
their very existence and everything which 
makes life dear to them, are not to be cowed 
by the enemy's acroplanes no matter how 
many he may throw against them. They 
fare strengthened in their determination to 
continue to resist by the daily sight of their 
‘own men engaging the enemy before their 
very eyes and inflicting heavy damage upon 
the invaders. They see for themselves the 
accuracy of the British communiqués, and are 
permitted to read the lies which the enemy. 
propagate. ‘Thursday saw the biggest effort 
which the enemy has yet made by air against 
Britain. It will in all probability merely 
prove to be the forerunner of even greater 
formations of machines sont against Britain, 
but so long as the R.A. can continue to 
exact the same {oll in proportion ‘as that 
which they have been securing since the air 
attacks first began, and so long as they can 
Keep their own losses down to the ratio they 
are at present the chances of ultimate victory 
must remain good. Fourteen per cent, of the 
number of ‘planes which attacked on ‘Thurs- 
day are known to have been destroyed. Such 
figures do not include those machines which 
by reason of damage have been unable to 
regain their bases, or which have received 
so much hurt as to be unsuitable for use for 
some time to come. 


‘The same argument applies to British air 
casualties, it must be admitted, but so long 
as the ratios are preserved the enemy wre 
undoubtedly not getting the better of the ox= 
changes. That is evidenced by another im- 
portant fact. It has of late been part of the 
enemy's propaganda to seck to belittle Britain's 
air defences, trying to bolster the offort by 
fantastic figures as to the number of British 
machines destroyed. That is an old famili 
trick resorted to by the Germans when things 
‘are not going too well for them. When they 
are, the story is told of how the Ger- 
mans have succeeded against almost it 
superable odds. Messages from German 
suggest that this week's air-raids are but part 
of the German High Command's carefully 
laid plans for the defeat of Britain, That 
they have always been believed to be, but 
that and the belittling of Britain's defences is 
all part of the German scheme for keeping 
up the courage of their own people.

BRITISH BASES FOR U.S.

The unconfirmed rumours etirrent at the

the truer when the United States will have 
carried through the extensive enlargement 
of the Navy, which will permit of adequate 
forces being’ kept along both coasts of nor~ 
thern America. By such means, and only by 
them will it be possible to secure for the 
western hemisphere that protection upon 
Which President Roosevelt insists. With a 
British vietory in this present war it can be 
farqued that such precautions are completely 
unnecessary, as no one can possibly conecive 
of the interests of the two countries clashing 

violently as to Jead {0 war. But the good 
statesman takes steps to provide against 
every. possible eventuality, and President 
Roosevelt is doing no more than ordinary 
prudenee would suggest. ‘Thore Is little rea 
son fo believe that, when the Allies have sue~ 
cessfully dealt with Hiller, and his accom 
plices, the Nazi menace’ throughout the 
‘world will have been seotched. Tt has secuted 
too firm a foothold in certain other countries, 
notably South America, and, while the head 
miy be erushed in Europe, the tail may still 
wag furfously in the western hemisphere. In 
the light of that possibility these negotiations.

eveding are not only wise but completely 
justified.

The possibility 
of Britain ceding some of her possessions in 
the West Indies against, say. a reduction of 
the British debt to the United States has 
cerlain attractive aspects, not the least of 
which would be the removal of an unavoid- 
able cause of reproach which has existed all 
too long between the two nations. In. any 
event it must be part of Great Britain's: 
policy to render to the United States every 
possible assistance to enable them to place 
themselves in the best posture of defence 
against the common enemy, always with the 
fixed determination that this present war shall 
terminate in a manner which shall remove 
all menace to the Americas for all time.

‘The reason why the Nazis lay claim to ine 
flicting such casualties on the RAF. defend- 
ing Great Britain against German. air-raids: 
Is precisely the same as why they have con- 
sistently lied about the damage to the British 
Navy which they claim to have inflicted. A 
recent authoritative statement discussing the 
German claims with regard to the latter 
pointed out that according to German com- 
muniqués more British vessels had been 
destroyed than had ever been in existence. 
And now with regard to the air onslaught 
upon Britain the Germans are making the 
most fantastic claims with regard to the 
numbers of British machines shot down, and 
the damage alleged to have been inflicted 
upon the objectives of the German raids. It 
has been pointed out that in this matter the 
British Government would be behaving most 
foolishly it they endeavoured to hide the 
truth from the British people, for the 
simple fact is that it is impossible to do 
so. With regard to the damage done to 
British ports and naval stations neutral 
correspondents have been permitted to pro- 
ceed to the spot and sce for themselves what 
has been done. 

‘They have reported that a minimum of in 
jury has been inflicted. ‘The method adopted 
has been precisely that originated by the 
Germans following the original air-raids on 
Sylt, and if in that case the testimony of 
neutral observers was sufficient to prove the 
German ease, it must now be sufficient evid- 
ence of the complete truthfulness of the 
British allegations. Incidentally it is to be 
noticed that Signor Gayda in the “Giornale 
d'Italia” has been indulging in preliminary 
boasting over the alleged coming victory over 
the forces in British Somaliland. It has for 
some time been admitted that because of the 
overwhelming strength of the Ialian forces 
In Abyssinia,—some 80,000 men,—the posi- 
tion of the contingent in British’ Somaliland 
has been none too comfortable, and a stern 
rearguard aetion is being fought as the British 
forces fall back on Berbera.

News From Europe 

Since the conquest of almost the whole of 
Europe by the (olalitarians, tere has been a 
marked falling off in the quality of the news 
which has been cabled by. reputable agencies 
{rom the capitals which have been ground 
under the Naal or Pascist heel. The change was 
not immediate, but was carried out gradually, 
apparently with the sublle idea that by this 
‘means it would continue to be recelved as im- 
partial by the world at large. When the com- 
ment is made that the quality of the news has 
fallen off, it is not intended to convey. that 
the news ‘has ccased to be pro-Allies. It never 
was, in those areas dominated by Hitler and 
Mussolini: nevertheless, a certain show was 
made in Berlin and Rome that there was no 
interference with correspondents, except in- 
solar as military” scerets were concerned, and 
that frank comment was welcomed. Now, 
judging from the despatches received, there is 
no longer even this pretence. Correspondents 
are sending out Italian and German claims and 
communiqués without any attempts to give 
them thelr true value. They have no choice but 
to turn themselves into the vehicles of totali- 
tarian propaganda, except 1o keep silent, which 
would "be against the interests of themselves 
‘and their employers. Followers of the progress 
‘of the war would do well, therefore, to be on 
their guard against attempts by the ‘enemy to 
hhoodwink them-—to reduce them to the slate of 
the unfortunate citizens of Germany and Italy, 
and now France, Belgium, Holland, Denmark, 
Poland, and Norway, where no information 
whatsoever Is disseminated except that which 
Is favourable to the enemy's cause. Frankness 
in admitting losses was never a feature of 
totalitarian news reporting, as it has been of 
the British communiqués. The British have ad- 
‘mitted the loss of ships even before the Nazis 
Claimed it. The latest communiqué admits that 
the Nazi raid ever the Portland and Weymouth 
‘areas enused considerable damage, even to the 
Internal system of communications. ‘The Nazis 
have never done that, not even during the 
montis when they could have well Teavencd 
the stories of their vietories witha few facts 
fas to thelr set-backs, nor when there was a 
Vestige of freedom allowed to neutral obsery- 
fers. It is apparent that at present, neutral ob- 
Servers do not even enjoy that vestige of free- 
dom. A tightening of tolalitarian control over 
all news services has been noticeable for weeks 
past. Whether the censors themselves have been 
Fesponsible for this and have altered corres- 
pondents' messuyes, or whether direct pressure 
hhas. been’ brought upon the correspondents 
themselves does not matter. ‘The regrettable 
fact remaine that all items from the occupied oF 
conquering countries must now be received 
With a suspicion they did not always formerly 
merit.

Acute Rice Shortage 
In Canton 


Shanghai, Aug. 17, 

While the rice sittation in’ Shao- 
shing, east Chekiang where numerous 
people including children have died 
of starvation, is reported to. be 
improving, Chinese in Canton are 
reported to be facing starvation as 
the price of the grain is far beyond 
the reach of the average person in 
that city. According to the Hong- 
kong correspondent of the “Chinese 
American "Daily News," bodies of 
the poor who have died of starvation 
can ‘be picked up at random. in 
Canton streets. 

The rice in Canton is priced at $1 
‘in military notes) for two. eatties 
and four “ounces only. Starving 
People are often seen collapsing to 
the ground. At first, a hospital hired 
coolies to pick the ‘bodies but later 
in view of lack of coffin wood, this 
work had to be stopped. As a 
result, it is stated, badly decomposed 
bodies can be seen in’ many" street 

Fried balls of a mixture of flour 
and bean curd are being sold to 
the poor, but hawkers» sometimes 
mix flour with a kind of powder 
resulting in many deaths eaused by 
under-nourishment. Left-over dishes 
from military hospitals are collected 
by other hawkers for the poor, bul 
at least four members of a family 
have died after eating the food left 
over by wounded soldiers, 

‘Two reasons are given for the 
shortage: reduced production of rice 
in occupied districts has eaused 
farmers to preserve the new. crop 
for their own consumption; and the 
imported rice is controlled by 
Japanese who are alleged to. have

FOR the third time in three consecutive years the might Yellow 

River floods have come rushing down the small Sha River to 
join the Hwai River at Chengyangkwan. Ever since the breaking 
of the Yellow River dykes two years ‘ago, north Anhwei has suf- 
fered tremendous losses every simmer. Last year the flood waters 
reached here on June 24, and within eighteen hours the river rose 


as many feet. ‘This year, owing 


to the cooler weather in general, 


the floods were later in arriving, and reached their height on 


July 14, 


The first year of the floods no provision was made, and so the 
water spread in all directions over the vast north Anhwei plain 
bringing death and destruction to crops and property. Last year 
the local officials in an attempt to control the floods built huge dykes 


on both sides of the Sha River 


for hundreds of li, These were 


fairly well built, and no doubt would have withstood the terrific 


pressure of the floods had it not 
of July. 

‘The torrential rains, and the high 
winds played havoc with the dykes, 
with the result that half the entire 
hhsien was inundated. “Hundreds were 
drowned the night the dyke broke, 
tens of thousands were rendered 
homeless, and obliged to move else~ 
where {0 seek a living. Some, un 
willing to remove too far from home, 
‘were content with mat-sheds perched 
precariously on the unbroken stret- 
ches of the dykes. 


Better Dyke Construction 


‘This year greater care has been 
exercised in the construction of the 
the dykes. ‘They are set back farther; 
from the river, bullt higher, made 
‘wider, and more sloping on the inner 
side, "The weak spots, responsible for 
much of last year's "disaster, have 
een specially reinforced with piles. 
In other places, a second dyke has: 
‘been constructed in case the inner one 
ives way. The weakness, however, 
in these dykes les in the fact that 
most of them have been only recent- 
ly, built, 

‘This means that they haven't had 
time to settle and harden. To make 
‘them really secure they should have 
been built lost winter when the wa: 
ters receded, ‘This would have been 
‘an excellent time for then the farmers 
fare idle. As it was, they were left 
Until this spring just 'a few weeks be- 
fore the wheat harvest when every- 
body was too busy to think about 
anything but getting in his wheat. 

Up 10 the present the dykes have 
held, s0 that only the area inside the 
dykes has been inundated. ‘This is a 
small area compared with last year. 
‘The floods have now been here two 
Weeks, and have in all probability 
reached their height, which is still 
two feet under last year's high water 
mark. 








Great Damage Done 

‘The foods, as well as the war, have 
had a tremendous effect on the lite 
of the people. For six months of the 
year, their land is under water. ‘This 
‘means a total loss of their autumn 
crop of beans and sweet potatoes, as 
well as shuachiai which is used’ up 
here extensively for fuel. Last year 
everything had to be carried in from 
places outside the flooded areas. This 
Slone was sufficient to send the prices 
soaring, so that fuel is now five times 
what it'was three years ago. So hard 
up are the farmers, that in the flood- 
ed areas they have been obliged to 
sell pr Kill their cattle because focd- 
ing them Is quite beyond them. Last 
winter when making a trip through 
these areas I didn’t see one head of 
caltle, ‘The whole district prosents a 
sad picture of devastation, 

But it is an ill wind that blows no- 
body yood. “As soon as the floods 
eave the plain in December, the far- 
‘mers get busy and plant their spring 
‘wheat, Favoured with plenty of rain 
‘and good weather, this wheat can be 
Feaped just before the floods descend 
upon them in all their fury the fol- 
lowing June. In this way, they 
manage to eke out a procorious ex- 
istence. 





yer of Rich Sediment 


‘When tho tloods subside they leave 
vehind them a thick layer of rich 
sediment, in some places as much as 
three fect. This is ood for the 
wheat, with the result that this year's 
Wheat erop was something like 20 per 
cent. better than previous good years. 
Some farmers, it 1s said, have reaped 
enough this year {0 do them for 
Jhteen months. In some places the| 
yield was five and six teo to the meoz 
in one place it was almost one tan to 
the meo—an unusually good yield. 
While the Mooded areas are suffer- 
jing from too much water; the other 
districts are praying for rain. The 
country is so dry that wells and 
itches have long ago dried up, and 
the country people have had rain par-

During the spring months the rice 
market kept advancing until by July 
T'the price was four times normal, 
viz, about $12 per small tow, Then, 
too, nearly all other market commodi- 
tles began to follow a similar trend. 
Farmers, producers, capitalists, and 
for the’ most part’ merehants,. wer 
profiting greatly, but small fixed salary 
people and many others were faced 
With a “high cost of living” problem 
that they could not solve, Coal in- 
creased to $950 per ton and cloth, 
oll, vegetables and fruit increased ac~ 
cordingly. An active and alert Gov- 
ernment sensed the danger of such 
a situation and have consequently

In some districts students and school 
staff cancelled classes for a day and 
gave their time to assist the Govern- 
ment to ascertain what rice stocks 
were stored in city, market town and 
by private rice Noarders.

vested, ‘The prospects for the rice 
crop this year is better than average, 

While other commodities are not 
showing a very sudden. tendeney to 
lower in price yet, there is already 
a general weakening in market 
prices. ‘There seems to be. no 
‘scarcity of farm products; then, why 
this strong upward trend in prices? 
Perhaps it is partly ‘due to the fact 
that gold, silver and copper are not 
so easily ‘procured now for hoarding 
purposes, and other commodities are 
In demand to take their place, rather 
than merely bank savings, 


Effects of Aireraids

Announced

Fire Exposes Hazard 


Shanghai, Aug. 20. 

‘Three persons lost their lives, one 
man of 36 and one of 25, and one 
woman of 22, a5 a result of burns 
received in a fire at 235 Yenping 
Road on August 14, The three were 
‘engaged in the manufacture of Anger 
nail polish, presumably from serap 
celluloid with amyl acetate as a 
solvent, 

The premises being used for the 
process consisted of a single down- 
stairs back room of a school. 
Operation had been going on for one 
‘month only, the school authorities 
having asked that the process be 
removed at the end of the month, 

‘The fire occurred at 11.30 am, 
when neighbours noticed’ heavy. 
‘smoke and forced open the only door 
fo the room, finding that the three 
inmates were suffering from serious 
‘burns, They were sent to the hospital 
in an emergency ambulance by the 
Shanghai Municipal Police; all three 
subsequently succumbed ' to their 
burns. The fire was extinguished by 
the Shanghal Fire Brigade.

‘There has been no serious adjust 
ment in prices. recently, the ‘oMelal 
disclosed, adding that the Council 
was expecting a request al any 
‘moment from purveyors of foodstuffs 
for un inerease in prices, While not 
disposed to accede to any requests 
for an inerease in the price of com- 
modities, ‘he explained, the Council 
would be bound to do justice to the 
applicants, for obvious reasons. Tt 
‘would be futile for the Council to 
‘expect co-operation from the estab: 
lishments concerned, he peinted out, 
if they had to operate at a loss oF 
‘with no profit,

‘They will be permitied to resume 
spray painting activities only under 
the “Council's licence, which -pre- 
seribes the manner in which such 
processes shall be undertaken and 
‘ensures safeguards from a fire pre- 
ventive point of view. Twenty-three 
licence applications have been made. 
Five licence applications have been 
disapproved. 

‘The Council's industrial section, in 
collaboration with the public works 
department and the fire brigade, is 
engaged in locating and registering. 
spray painting establishments, with, 
a view to requiring compliance with, 
the licence conditions. ‘The industrial 
section has induced sixteen factories| 
either to submit plans of - spray 
booth installations designed by. ap- 
proved ventilation engineers or to} 
engage approved ventilation en- 
ineers for the purpose of designing, 
Satisfactory spray. booths. 

















Wooden Hut Gutted in

Another Attempted 


Assassination 


Shanghal, Aug. 20. 

Lying in a critical condition ‘in 
Paulun Hospital is yet another victim 
of a terrorist’s bullets, shot last night 
at 9 pam. while walking down Bub- 
bling Well Road. 

‘The attempted assassination had a 
political background, the vietim, Mtr. 
‘Chang Han-yuen, a native of Chekiang. 
about 28 years old. his father being 
well-known here, 

At 915 Mr, Chang was walking. 
down Bubbling Well Road, and when 
near the Da Lo swimming pool, was 
shot from behind. One bullet pierced.

The few people who 
were about dispersed rapidly when 
the shot was fired. and no attempt| 
was made to arrest the thug. 

‘At_an early hour this “morning, 
Chang was still ina most critical 
condition.

‘Sm—Squeezing, or to be correct, 
stealing of bus fares by the condue- 
tors in the International Settlement 
has grown, info a big racket "The 
practice is being carried out £0 open- 
ly Inely that it is time for. the 
management of the China General 
‘Omnibus Co, ‘to take effective steps 
to prevent the public from being} 
vietimized much ‘longer. After all, 
it is the bus-riding public which has 
‘to suffer ultimately from these thefts | 

‘The Bus Co. can present accounting | 
Agures to the SMC. periodically and 
requests for Inerease of fares, and the 
SMC, usually acqulesees "to. “big 
Dusiness”. "The SMC. does not go 
into real investigation for the interest 
of the ‘public, or otherwise it could 
demand’ that the practice of stealing 
fares by the bus conductors be put 
to an end. 

Stealing of fares by bus conductors! 
has grown into an impressive racket 
Annually $500,000 or ‘more could be| 
the total amount of fares stolen, and 
for which ultimately the riding publi 
must pay. Here are some. rough 
Agures Which would help to discover 
how much fares are stolen by the bus 
conductors. 

On a single trip from end to end, 
say toute No. 1, one conductor steals 
a total of 50 cents in fares. (Some 
old hand “experis” can average $1 
easily 0 trip). A bus with 2 con- 
ductors’ therefore. loses ‘2x 50: 
Say that on. one route, say No. 1 
route, the Bus Co, hax in each hour 
12 buses running one way, and. 12 
‘buses running the opposite way, they 
would. total 24 buses on a. single 
route both ways, of 24 x 1=$24 stolen 
every hour from. route No, 1 only. 
Say that the buses run 12 hours a 
day, the total fares stolen on No. 
rouie only would be 12x. 24=8203| 
in-one day. Take into consideration 
only’ the five main bus routes, No. 
1, 14, 9, 2. 10, we would then "have 
5° x '288=$1,440 ‘total amount. stolen 
per day; or in one year 808 x 1, 
625,000. Quite on amount, oh 

Pethaps to the foreign non-Chinese~ 
speaking bus riders the squeezing of 
fares is. not_ noticeable, “But to the|

in my own garden I have frequently 
watched the spiders building their 
‘webs. Commencing at about dusk 
they’ work swiftly and steadily, and, 
usually in a couple of hours at most, 
have completed operations and are 
ready for the night's catch of Insects. 

From a long bamboo pole on my 
reof-garden the aerial for my radio 
Stretches to an electric cable pole at 
the end of the garden. This wire is 
at least 40 feet above the ground, 
yet it is a favourite starting point 
for spiders building their webs clear 
‘aeross my. garden. It means that the 
Spider first has to climb the side of

Even 
now, while decrying the British 
blockade, Germany is turning food 
into munitions. One million potatoes 
are used for fuel and alcohol, 
Glycerine and nitroglycerine are 
derived from fats, For years, plastic 
products and certain materials used 
for aircraft production have been 
derived from casein, which is derived 
from skimmed, milk.

At Least 167 Enemy Craft Downed ;

N a day of unprecedentedly fierce air battles, Royal Air Force 
fighters and anti-aircraft batteries achieved yet further dis- 
tinction yesterday by destroying no less than 167 German aircraft, 
the largest number downed since the Battle of Britain started. 
British losses, according to an Air Ministry communique, were 
34 fighters, but the pilots of 17 of these were saved.

Great Neck, N.Y., Aug. 19. 
‘Walter Perey Chrysler, 65-year-old automobile magnate, 
died here last night of cerebral haemorrhage. 

‘Mr, Chrysler had been ill over two years. He was unconscious 
the last 24 hours of his life. The automobile magnate’s four 
children, Walter, Jr., Jack, Thelma and Bernice, and his sister 
Irene, were at his bedside when. he died at his estate at King’s 
Point, Great Neck, Long Island, He first became ill of circulatory 
ailments on August 8, 1938. Funeral arrangements were not dis- 
closed, but it was believed he would be interred in the family 
plot at the Sleepy Hollow Cemetery at Tarrytown, New York. 


His Own Ideas

AMERICAN POLICIES 


By Samisoxia 


‘There is no doubt that at the time the Pre- 
sident’s speech at Crarloltesville was in tune 
with feeling throughout the country. When 
it became obvious that the German army was 
directly menacing Paris, opinion moved 
yapidly from its over-optimistic assumption 
that the Allies would win anyway to some- 
thing approaching panic that a German vic~ 
tory in Europe might menace America. It 
became a question of vital self-interest to 
the United States to see that the danger to 
America was kept at n distance. Editorial 
writers and columnists at last realized to the 
full that the French army and the British 
fleot were not only the first line of America's 
Atlantic defences, but the only line, It 
‘would take several years for a second Amerl- 
can flect to be constructed to guard the At- 
lantic (the main fleet, stationed at Hawai 
guarded the Pacific). ‘It would take at least 
‘one year for America’s land armaments and 
coastal defences to be augmented sufficiently 
to meet any kind of invasion from enemy 
‘outposts established in Latin America or the 
Caribbean, “It was, therefore, as the Pre- 
sident said, an obvious policy to bolster 
Anglo-French resistance to the utmost extent 
possible as a measure of American self 
defence, A change, however, took place 
when French resistance crumbled. 

‘Many leading pro-Allied newspapers which 
had been adopting a strong Allied policy, such 
as the Washington “Post,” the Philadelphia 
“Inquirer” and the St. Louis “Post-Despateh 
changed the emphasis of their remarks. ‘The 
United States, they maintained, in its efforts 
to encourage British resistance must not make 
the mistake of misleading the British Gov- 
ernment on the extent of the aid which 
might be expected. Said the Washington 
“Post,” editorially, after giving a list of the 
military supplies which the United States 
had readily sold Great Britain, “The British 
People must not be misled, however, into’ 
assuming from this that the United States 
is likely to enter the war. The resolve of 
the American people to avoid participation 
in this struggle is exceedingly strong. Even 
if it wore less s0, the self-imposed task of de- 
fending all the Western Hemisphere 
necessitate a cautious policy with re 
Involvement in the European conflict. 

Congressional isolationists once again raised 
their’ voices in condemnation of the President 
for encouraging France and England to chal- 
Tenge Germany by making disguised promises 
which he was constitutionally unable to ful- 
fil, Senator Nye declared in the Sonate on 
June 21, “The mititary leaders of France and 
England knew, as everyone else knew, that 
the Germans were superior to them in planes 

il tanks, and they would never have risked 
war, humiliating though a Polish diplomatic 
defeat would have been, if they had had no 
offset for the German superiority. ‘They got 
what they thought would prove in time such 
‘an offset—American support. . .Our Presid= 
ent on his own responsibility by private as~ 
surances may have encouraged a reat and 
friendly Power to ruin. . . Will it now become 
‘our policy to encourage England and cause 
her to believe that we shall rally for her 
what we could not and did not rally for 
France” 

While the reaction caused by the collapse 
of Franee checked the trend towards active 
non-belligereney, public opinion did not 
swing right back to isolation. Aid for the 
Allics—though there only appeared to be one 
‘Ally left—continucd to be the policy of the 
Administration and continued to receive the 
fupport of majority of Congress. ‘The re~! 
sults of the Republican Convention at Phila~ 
delphia clearly showed that the country ne 
Jonger believed in the old-style isolationist 
doctrine. An effort to include an outright 
Ssolationist plank in the party platform failed, 
while the candidate chosen, Mr. Wendell 
Willkie, had always been associated with a 
policy of aiding the Allies short of war. 
While the Republican Convention was_ still 
taking place, Senator Pittman, Chairman of 
the Foreign’ Relations Committee, made 
press statement in which he declared that th 
further defence of England was hopeless and 
that the British fleet should be brought across 
the Atlantic to defend the Western Hemi. 
sphere in conjunction with the United States 

‘med forees. ‘The dofeatist attitude gradu- 
ally changed as Germany showed no signs of 
Jaunching. an immediate invasion and as the 
situation in the Mediterranean remained com- 
paratively stable, ‘The successful British 
efforts to take over the French navy also led 
to increased optimism over Britain's chances, 
for it, meant that she would continue to 
control the seas. 

German domination of France brought the| 
Nazi menace much nearer to the United 
States. France possessed colonies in the 
Western Hemisphere. Even if these were not 
handed over to Germany, they might, while 
retaining the form of French sovereignty. in| 
actual faet be used as centres of German in- 
fluence in the Western Hemisphere. Before 
the collapse of France, Congress had passed 
a resolution declaring that the United States 
would not recognize any transfer of territory. 
tn the Western Hemisphere from one non- 







































































American Power to another non-American 
Power. This was a restatement of the 
‘Monroe Doctrine, followed by successive Ad- 
‘ministrations sin¢e 1823, ‘The resolution also 
dcclared that if any transfer of territory ap- 
peared likely, the United States would con- 
sult with the other American Republics to 
determine what steps should be taken. 

‘This was a restatement of various resolu- 
ions passed at Pan-American Conferences 
held during the Roosevelt régime. Fortified 
by Congressional approval, the Secretary of 
State instructed his Ambassadors in Rome 
‘and Berlin on June 17 to communicate to the 
German and Italian Foreign Offices as fol- 
lows :—“"The Government of the United States 
feels it desirable in order to avoid any pos- 
sible misunderstanding to inform Your Ex- 
ellency that in accordance with its tradi- 
tional policy relating to the Western Hemi- 
sphere, the United States would not acquiesce 
in any attempt to transfer any geographic 
region of the Western Hemisphere from one 
non-American Power to another non-Ameri- 
‘can Power. fa 

‘On July 1, Joachim von Ribbentrop sent a 
reply ‘so truculently worded that the State 
Department only issued a summary of its 
‘main points. It amounted to a refusal of 
Germany-to accept the American contention. 
‘The State Department summarized the Ger- 
man attitude as follows :—"The interpreta~ 
tion of the Monroe Doctrine fmplicit in the 
communication of the Government of the 
United States would amount to conferring 
upon some European countries the right to 
possess territories in the Western Hemisphere 
and not other European countries. He states 
that it is obvious that such an interpretation 
would be untenable. The non-intervention 
in the affairs of the American Continent ‘by 
Earopean nations which is demanded by the 
‘Monroe Doctrine can in prineiple be legally 
valid only on condition that the American 
nations for their part do not interfere in the 
affairs of the European Continent.” 


‘The Scerctary of State made no reply 
directly to the German Foreign Office, in- 
stead he issued a press statement reaffirm~ 
ing the American point of view. He pointed 
‘oul that the Monroe Doctrine had nothing to 
do with the possession of {erritories in the 
Western Hemisphere by some Powers and not 
others. That was the situation which existed 
efore the Monroe Doctrine was proclaimed. 
"The Doctrine did not undertake to interfere 
with the existing situation, but did announce 
that further incursions would not be tolerat~ 
ed.” ‘The Secretary also pointed out the 
while the United States had refrained from 
interfering in the purely political affairs of 
Europe, it believed in co-operation In 
economic, commercial, and social matters 
with all ‘nations, “wherever the policies of 
such, nations make it possible and whenever 
it believes that such efforts are practicable 
and in its own best interests’ 

It so happened that on the very day the 
Sceretary of State made public the German 
note and his answer, President Roosevelt on 
week-end vacation at Hyde Park issued a 
statement condemning any attempt at com= 
promise with the corporate state. People 
should not be so impressed by dictatoriat 
efficiency as to despair in demeraey, he d= 
clared. 




















Political considerations must have been 
responsible for a remarkable statement made 
to the press at Hyde Park by Mr, Stephen 
Early, the President's secretary. He came 
downstairs after his usual morning talk with 
the President and outlined a plan for divid- 
ing the world into three regional spheres. In 
the Western Hemisphere the twenticth cen= 
tury version of the Monroe Doctrine already 
provided a basis for such a regional under- 
standing. The President was said to fecl 
that just as the American Republics should 
dceide what was to happen in the Western 
Hemisphere without outside interference, so. 
should the nations of Asia decide what was 
to happen in their continent and the nations 
of Europe what was to happen in theirs. 
hould a victorious Germany lay claim to 
territories of conquered nations in thi 
hemisphere,” said Mr. Early, “we hold tha 
the issue comes within the province of the 
Monroe Doctrine. ‘The United States docs 
not take over the islands or territorial pos~ 
sessions of the conquered nations, but it be~ 
ieves and holds the position that their dis 
position and administration should be decided 
bby all the American Republics.” 
‘This outline of American foreign policy 
taken at its face value amounted to a sur~ 
1s reversal of American policy in the 
past. It appeared to be a declaration that 
Japan could do what she liked in Asia and 
Germany do what she liked in Europe so for 
as the United States was concerned, provided 
that in return those two countries did not 
interfere in the Western Hemisphere. Mr. 
Early tried {0 soften the implication of his 
remarks by declaring that the United States 
would like to see the countries of Europe and 
the countries of Asia treating each other with 
the same respect as was shown by the Pan 
American countries. Even this, however, did 
not mean that the United States would take 
any steps to bring about conditions which it 
felt desirable, except in the New World. 
‘The three regions policy was one which the 
{isolationists could readily accept. Even a 
convinced isolationist believed in the Monroe 
Deetrine. What he objected to was the Ad~ 





























ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


Aug. 12—We saw a few young trees yester- 
‘day which had been brought from the Philippine 
Islands, they were growing in pols and as we 
‘admired them, we wondered if the first of 
fone of the species to be introduced into Cali- 
fornia was about the same size and if the peo- 
ple who introduced it anticipated that it would 
‘become one of their most important timber in 
due course. We believe they could not have 
‘anticipated that the species would replace hic- 
kory ‘and ak for furniture making, — floor 
boarding and other purposes. They probably 
did expect that in years to come it would not 
bbe necessary to import the oll which is distilled 
from the foliage of the tree. If they did antici- 
pate this, the tree has done all that was asked 
from it.’ for we believe that at. the present 
‘ime, almost all eucalyptus oll used in America 
fs produced from trees growing there. The Blue 
Gum Euealypius globulus is native to Australia 
and apart from its other uses, it hay acquired 
‘a reputation as an antidote to malaria and it 
has been planted extensively’ In swampy. re- 
ions for this reason. Many altemp's have been 
made to acclimatize the tree in the vicinity of 
Shanghai, but. to the best of our knowledge, 
all have failed. There should be a way, how- 
fever, and we hope to succeed one day. We are 
{old ‘that in areas planted with cucalyptus the 
humidity is less than in areas not planted: thot 
in itself Is sulicient incentive to try again, {or 
few of us lke our native brand of humidity, 
and how niee it would be to say for change, 
“It’s not the humidity, i's the heat.” Our ex- 
periments with the Blue Gum have extended 
over many years and we found thet the tree 
grew so rapidly in the summer that the wood 
ould not ripen and it was easy prey for Jack 
Frost. The scarlet species is more hardy: we 
kept a few of these trees alive out of doors 
for four years; but we were unable to collect 
seed. Among the lot we saw yesterday, we 
Roticed a few of the lemon-scented , citriodora. 
‘The glandular hairs on this. species give a. 
delightful fragrance not unlike the lemon- 
scented verbena. In passing, we may mention 
another of the ‘species which produces wood 
used for underground work in many countries 
fas well as many of the telegraph poley we 
Used to try fo climb, It is also used for street 
paving, and perhaps Nanking Road was paved 
with £, marginata, or Jarrah—w.t.e, 
Aug. 14—We were admiring a clump of cat- 
yesterday, it was growing next to a mass 
‘of sedum and the two appeared to be fighting 
for, what little space there was ieft on the 
Fockery. The pale blue flowers of the catmint 
were attractive in mass, but tue p.ant forms 
such a fine “carpet” that it és worth growing 
for that reason.
